“In the interest of those thou- 
sands of men and women who 
work devotedly in our labora- 
tories and production plants, I 
must not allow the inference to 
stand that the effectiveness and 
the results of the commission's 
efforts have been impaired by 
the controversy over the Dixon- 


“Commissioner Murray has ac- 
cess to the same information we 
all do and surely is aware that 
the production of atomic 
weapons for our armed forces is 
at an all-time high.” 


As Strauss, Murray and the 
third commissioner, Dr. Willard 
Libby, sat side-by-side facing 
the codmmittee, Strauss began 
with a complaint that Murray’s 
statement yesterday came as a 
surprise. 

Strauss said a commission 
statement yesterday had been 
submitted to Murray and other 
commissioners “days before its 
presentation,” while Murray's 
statement was heard for the first 
time hy himself and Dr. Libby 
when Murray read it. 


Picking up this point, the 
committee chairman, Senator 
Clinton Anderson (Dem*), New 
Mexico, drew from Strauss the 
information that the commission 
statement still was being revised 
up to the day before it was pre- 
sented.

PICKET LINES 


DISRUPT CITY 
TRASH DISPOSAL 


Stationary Engineers 
Demand They Be Al- 
lowed to Operate New 
Incinerator. —

Municipal trash ‘and’ rubbish 
disposal was disrupted for 
about three hours today: when 
pickets halted almost 60 rubbish 
trucks. at the city’s north St. 
Louis dump in a dispute over 
work rights at the new incinera- 
tor at the foot of Gasconade 
street. 


Picket lines were first set up 
at the incinerator by Local 2, 
AFL Stationary Engineers Un- 
ion, to enforce a demand that 
members of that union be em- 
ployed to operate the mechani- 
cal equipment there. Othef pick- 
ets later appeared at the dump. 
Truck drivers and_ collectors, 
most of them members of the 
AFL State, County and Munic- 
ipal Employees .Union, refused 
to cross the picket lines with 
their loaded trucks. 

City Personnel Director R. 
Elliott Scearce informed lead- 
ers of the two unions that the 
stationary engineers’ only re- 
course was an appeal to the Civil 
Service Commission or ~the 
courts. It was agreed that pick- 
ets would be withdrawn from 
the dump but not from the in- 
cinerator. 

Procedure Assailed. 

Vergil ‘Belfi, financial secre- 
tary and business representa- 
tive of the engineers, said the 
union’s demands for exclusive 
jurisdiction over the mechanical 
equipment at the incinerator 
had beeen by-passed by a civil 
service selection procedure in 
which two of the three posts of 
foreman had been filled by em- 
ployes of the Refuse Division 
he termed “unqualified.” 

He had said earlier the picket 
lifes might be extended to 
other city facilities such as City 
Hall and Kiel Auditorium. The 
incinerator had been expected 
to get into operation for the 
first time today. 

Frank Kriz, director of streets 
and sewers, said an open, com- 
petitive, civil service examina- 
tion was held to fill the three 
pests of foremen for the incin- 
erator. The five highest scor- 
ing applicants were. certified by 
Scearce and three were chosen 
by Kriz.. Two of the three were 
labor foremen drawn from the 
Refuse Division and not union 
members, and the other was a 
member of the Stationary En- 
gineer’s Union, Kriz said. 

Charges “Frameup.” 

Belfi charged the selection 
procedure was a “frameup” to 
defeat the “rightful claims” of 
the engineers to operate the type 
of equipment used at the incin- 
erator. 

“We have been working on 
this matter. of the 


of equipment that requires a 
qualified engineer—such as hy- 
draulic machinery, air compres- 
sors, fans and electric cranes. 


It also covers the Philippines,

Govern- 
mental approval has been given 
by Australia, New Zealand, 
United Kingdom, France and 
Pakistan but parliamentary rati- 
fication is still to come. 


RUSSIAN GENERAL 
SAYS U.S. WOULD BE

MOSCOW, Feb. 1 (UP) —A 
Russian. general warned today 
that the United States would be 
the battleground for any atomic 
war. 

Gen. Talensky’s forecast of 
where and how an atomic war 
would be fought appeared in to- 
day’s issue of the Communist 
Literary Gazette. 

He said “The aggressors face 
big difficulties presented by the 
active struggle of wide popular 
masses for peace and against 
war.” 

“The possibility of using mass 
armies for aggressive military 
adventures is continually de- 
creasing. Aggressive circles of 
imperialist powers, particular- 
ly in the United States, theré- 
fore are compelied to find 
means for the military struggle 
which depend less on the mood 
of popular masses,” 


BRITISH PRINCESS 
REACHES TRINIDAD

PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, 
Feb. 1 (AP)—Princess Margaret 
opened a month-long tour of the 
British West Indies today. 

The 24.- year - old sister of 
Queen Elizabeth II alighted 
from her private airliner at 
Port of Spain’s flag-bedecked 
airport at 2:54 p.m. after a 
flight from London via Mon- 
treal. 

Princess Margaret's plane left 
London yesterday, refueled at 
Montreal in 10 below weather, 
passed over New York City at a 
theight of 18,000 feet, and re- 
fueled again at Montego Bay, 
Jamaica. When the royal party 
landed here the temperature was 
85 degrees. 


POLISH GOVERNMENT TO END

ant to have embezzled these 
funds without the co-operation 
of some of the American gov- 
ernment officials in charge.

9 Total Lil to Be Drafted. 

Assistant efense Secretary 
Carter L: Burgess, who pre- 
sented Wilsan’s statement to the 
committee, said about 670,000 
men would be drafted in the 
next four years, or an average of 
14,000 a month. That would be 
in addition to 2,100,000 volun- 
teers in the four-year period to 
maintain the scheduled force of 
2, 000 men. 

Without a draft extension, the 
armed services could not main- 
tain a strength of more than 1,- 
500,000 men, Burgess told the 
committee.

The type of health insurance 
coverage urged by President Eis- 
enhower in yesterday’s special 
message to Congress now costs 
two to three times as much as 
the present Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield programs, insurance men 
here told the Post-Dispatch to-

President listed, probably, could 
be provided for 4 per cent of 
the annual salary of the head 
of the family. Thus, it would 
cost $200 annually for a man 
earning $5000 a year. 

This is the total rate being 
paid now’by employer and em- 
ploye for Social Security. It 
would cover all hospitzlization, 
medical and surgical expenses 
and loss of work. 

Revolving Fund. 

President Eisenhower's pro- 
gram, which -would establish a 
reinsurance revolving fund, is 
intended to protect insurance 
companies, in part, from losses 
on ventures into areas where 
there is more risk than incurred 
under present medical insurance 
plans. 

This would include insurance 
against expenses of ‘catastrophic 
illness and home and office calls 
by doctors, and insurance for 
farm residents, persons of low 
income and others not covered 
under present plans. 

Most companies now writing 
“catastrophic” or “disaster” in- 
surance sell only to persons 
earning $4500-a-year or more. 
This type of insurance now pays 
for medical bills over ‘@ stipu- 
lated amount, usually $500, 


Variation in Rates. 

There ts a wide variation in 
rates now being charged for this 
type of insurance. Factors in 
setting the rates include age, 
type of occupation and whether 
or not salaries cease when the 
head of the family becomes ill. 

One company quoted a rate of 
$74 a year for a family of four 
in which the parents. are under 
45 years of age. This policy 
would pay nothing on the first 
$500 of expenses, and would re- 
imburse the policy holder: for 
all medical expenses between 
$500 and $5000 for one illness. 
The company sells only to per- 
sons earning over $4500 an- 
nually. 

Another company, which sells 
to a larger group of persons, 
quoted a family plan rate of 
$91.36 annually for the $500 de- 
ductible disaster policy. Pay- 
ments would be limited to $1000 
a month. 

This rate was set as a general 
average by 43 companies after 
two years of experience, the 
company spokesman said. It is 
lower in Missouri than in many 
states because médical costs in 
this state are well down in the 
national scale, he said. 

Effect of Broadening Coverage. 

Insurance men questioned by 
the Post-Dispatch agreed that 
the rate for a comprehensive 
medical insurance program 
would be reduced if everybody 
were included under a national 
program. Included in the num- 
ber of persons now buying dis- 
aster insurance are many who 
have good reason to believe they 
will: have need of it, it was 
pointed out. This increases the 
risk to the insurance companies. 

The present health insurance

This. confidence is based in part on an estimate given by the 
Central Intelligence Agency to the National Security Council just 
before the final decision was reached to put the resolution up to 
Congress. The decision was taken because it was felt that a 
clarification of America’s intentions was preferable to the policy 


of drift that had prevailed. 


Here told for the first time !s 
the sequence of events which 
led to the step that has had 
such loud repercussions in every 
capital of the world. It begins 
with the emergency meeting of 
the National Security Council 
at Denver last Sept. 12, called 
because of the Communist attack 
on the offshore island of Que- 


moy. 

The Joint Chiefs of Staff had 
already voted 2 to 1—Gen. Mat- 
thew B. Ridgway, Chief of Staff 
of the Army, dissenting—that 
American air and naval forces 
should aid the Nationalists with 
air attacks on Communist air 
bases if such attacks were con- 
sidered essential. There was 
also at that time a majority in 
the National Security Council 
for American participation in 
holding Quemoy. 

Dulles on World Opinion.

The Interstate Commerce 
Commission is charged by law 
with inspecting locomotives, and 
rigid inspection in the past has 
been partly responsible for the 
excellent accident record of 
American railroads. Each ICC 
inspector has 720 locomotives to 
inspect each year, and a group 
of trusted civil service employes 
are given this job. 

Career Man Withdrawn. 


Up to now, the chief loco- 
motive inspector was picked 
from the top of the civil service 
list. Following this tradition, 
President Eisenhower in August 
nominated Charles Grossman of 
Albuquerque, N.M., as chief of 
locomotive inspection. Grossman 
served as an interim appointee 
while the Senate was out of ses- 
sion, and was reappointed in 
February, 1954. 

Meanwhile there were rum- 
blings from the little group of 
men in the White House who 
Say they speak for Mr. Eisen- 
hower that he wanted no con- 
firmation of Grossman by the 
Senate. Grossman, the career 
inspector, had been appointed 
but, the White House indicated, 
he was not to be confirmed.

Judge Rosenthal’s Finding 
To the Editer of the Post-Dispatch: 

~ Your recent editorial on the Ben 
Willis case suggested that “Judge 
Rosenthal should do some explain- 
Yng”” I have undertaken to acquaint 
nfyself with the facts in this matter 
antwill state them. 

“Mr. Willis was brought into Judge 
Rosenthal’s court charged with driv- 
ing through a stop sign and resisting 
‘arrest.

Under the President’s plan, health insurance 
organizations would pool their risks with a lim- 
ited public subsidy.

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Plus Pretzels 


Folks enjoy that nineteenth-century meller- 
drammer “The Drunkard” a lot here on the banks 
of the Mississippi, but nothing like the way they 
do over on the Pacific Ocean at Los Angeles. 
The eight-thousandth consecutive performance, 
complete with,.beer and pretzels, has been stowed 
away into theatrical history there. That is more 
than twice the length of the next longest-lived 
play on U.S. boards, “Life With Father”—and 
“The Drunkard” is staggering strongly along 
midways of its twenty-second year at L.A. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt’s New Deal had just 
distributed its first six weeks’ relief money, 
amounting to 5142 million dollars, when “The 
Drunkard” opened at the 350-seat Theater Mart 
in Los Angeles, July 6, 1933. Its producérs hoped 
that with luck it might run four weeks. Here in 
St. Louis Marion Davies's new film, “Peg o’ My 
Heart,” was advertised to open the following 
day at Loew’s State. 

Since then “The Drunkard” has played to 
‘more than 2,000,000 customers, who have drunk 
more than 4,000,000 beers and 100,000 gallons 
of coffee and eaten 70,000 birthday cakes. There 
have been 17 weddings in the show family. The 
late W. C. Fields saw it 30 times and it has been 
seen 10 times or more by Boris Karloff, Dick 
Powell, James Gleason, Harold Lloyd, Janet 
Gaynor and Billie Burke. 

It was Christopher Morley who discovered in 
the 1920s how well “The Drunkard” went with 
customers consuming beer, sandwiches and pret- 
zels on sawdust floors. He presented it at Hobo- 
ken with much success until the beer and pret- 
zels became more audible than the performance. 

Suckers are still being born at shorter intervals 
than one a minute, nowever, for when P. T. 
Barnum first presented “The Drunkard” at the 
- American Museum in New York a century ago 
it only ran a year. 

In revival this moralistic treatise on the evils 
of drink has been played for laughs, with which 
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‘it unconsciously abounds, It has been played in 
St. Louis for the last 15 years, off and on, at — 
Capt. J. W. Menke’s showboat “Golden Rod,” 
some twelve or fifteen hundred performances in 
all, according to the captain, who, hasn't both- 
ered to keep count. “We just play it until it 
cools off,” he says, and sometimes it stays warm 
as long as three or four months out of the year. 
That’s quite a record. 
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Gen. Ridgway Says It Reluctantly 


Members of the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee elicited disturbing information Monday 
from a reluctant witness, The witness was Gen. 
Ridgway, Army Chief of Staff. He was reluctant 
because the purport of his public testimony was 
at variance with the stand taken on defense 
needs by the Joint Chiefs of Staff, of which Gen. 
Ridgway is a member. This public testimony 
was consistent with the testimony which Gen. 
Ridgway gave, as reported by Marquis Childs, 
in secret session last week to the Senate Armed 
Forces Committee. 

Under persistent questioning from 
the Republican and Democratic sides of the 
House committee, Gen. Ridgway answered that 
he did not believe the Government should re-~ 
duce the Army by 140,000 men at this time and 
‘that to do so would “jeopardize security to a 
degree.” Thus he differed with Adm. Radford, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs, Army Secretary 
Stevens, Defense Secretary Wilson and President 
Eisenhower. They all have approved the cuts, 

The advisability of cutting the Army aside— 
and we seriously question that in view of the 
risk of war in the Far East—it is unfortunate 
that procedure in the Joint Chiefs of Staff puts 
Gen. Ridgway in this embarrassing position. It 
should not be necessary for Republican Repre- 
sentative Cole of New York to insist that “the, 
public is entitled to know” the facts or for Dem- 
ocratic Representative Kilday of Texas to say 
that earlier House witnesses had “refused .to 
answer, even behind closed doors.” 

Genuine unanimity in defense matters is to be 
welcomed, but the appearance of agreement that 
does not in truth exist would be more dangerous 
by far than discussion. The Supreme Court is 
not required to speak with one voice. Judicial 
procedure allows for dissent and presentation of 
a minority view to the public. We do not say 
that Gen. Ridgway ought to make an impas- 
sloned appeal to the nation to override his su- 
periors, but it should be possible for him to state 
without embarrassment his. views of defense 
needs as Army Chief of Staff to Congress. 

Members of Congress are the responsible law- 
makers. ‘They must set the size of each major 
branch of service in legislation. To do so intelli- 
gently they must have the best advice military 
leaders can give them. The more the counsel 
varies, the harder the work of Congress. We trust 
the committee members will not hesitate to use 
their own best judgment as to defense needs. 
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Science-Is-Wonderful Note 

The British Museum has finally confirmed 
what it first stated as a proposition last Novem- 
ber—that the “Piltdown man,” famous in arche- 
ology and textbook for 40 years, was not a miss- 
ing link in man’s evolution. He was not anything. 
He was a hoax. 

To shed light on this falsity, scientists em- 
ployed an electron microscope, microchemical 
tests, radio-activity tests and fluorine analysis. 
Thus they learned that the tooth and jawbone 
of Mr. Piltdown could be reproduced artificially, 
that the mandible was that of an orangutan, 
that the iron encrustation on the canine tooth 
was really paint, that the bone implement found 
with him was shaped by a steel knife, and all 
the flint implements were artificially stained. 

If anyone thinks this admirable detective 
work, as. presented by Sir Gavin de Beer, is 

_ 40 years late, the fact is that such scientific de- 
tection was impossible when the Piltdown “dis- 
covery” was made. What seems most impressive 
is that the museum needed more research to 
prove the hoax a hoax than to accept the Pilt- 
down as the real McCoy. Even science, be it ever 
so wonderful, finds a lie harder to live down 
than the truth. But science has better equipment 
for that task than most of us. 
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Step by Step 

Step by step the U.N. is moving toward a 
cease-fire in the Chinese civil war. First the 
Security Council meets in a.special truce ses- 
sion at the urging of New Zealand and its chief 
U.N. diplomat, Sir Leslie Knox Munro. Then 
the Security Council invites Communist China 
to attend a cease-fire meeting under U.N. 
auspices'in New York. Now the prospect is that 

“ Peiping will accept and that Chinese Reds will 
go to the U.N. at least for preliminaries. 
_ There was only one No vote on the invitation 
motion. That came from Chiang Kai-shek’s Na- 
tionalist China and it reflected the unwilling- 
ness of the exiled Chinese Government on For- 
mosa to recognize the Communist conquerors of 
the mainland. Chiang’s opposition is under- 
standable and it may be put down as for the 
record and not too important in itself. . What 
counts is what happens after the Chinese Com- 
munists arrive at the U.N. for negotiations. 

It would be foolish to send hopes too high 
at this point, Yet the first necessary steps have 
been taken. Again everyone in the free world 
ought to be grateful for the U.N. under which 
such procedures are not only possible but proper. 
Meantime the cue of Republican Minority Lead- 
er Knowland and his followers is to do as little 
as they can to upset plans for the cease-fire that 
President Eisenhower has repeatedly called for. 
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Coal Mines and Foreign Trade 

Sometimes it is a little hard to believe that 
the United Mine Workers and the National Coal 
Association ever were at loggerheads over wages, 
hours, portal-to-portal or anything else. Their 
representatives in Washington show up so often 
arm-in-arm. 

Their latest co-appearance is before the House 
Ways and Means Committee, there to protest 
against the three-year extension of the recipro- 
cal trade law asked by President Eisenhower. 
Their argument is that the importation of fuels, 
especially oil, undercuts the mining industry— 
and national defense. 

There is no doubt that lower tariffs mean 
more problems for this industry. So it is not sur- 
prising that both owners and wage-earners 
should protest. But this industry also faces a 
good many other problems, not the least of which 
,comes from the competition of domestic oil and 
gas. Yet at least since Guffey Act days, it has 
been its habit to come to Washington for relief. 

Some mining companies, it is true, have shown 
initiative in seeking. new ways for new days. 
But many of them find it easier to go to Wash- 
ington. The trip has paid off more than once. 
But there must be an end sooner or later to such 
artificial. remedies. .And this can be said with 
full sympathy for the miner who sees his job 
going. and with the owner who sees his profits 
disappearing.

Schools Should Get Federal Oil Money_ 


WASHINGTON. 


F THERE IS REAL PUBLIC PRESSURE, Congress probably 


would enact at this session a

very simple and logical measure

Fhis bill would set aside fer 
public education, including the 
building of sorely needed facili- 
ties, royalties from offshore oil | v 
lands that lie 
beyond the so- 
called “historic 
boundaries” of 
the coastal 
states. Those 
boundaries are 
three miles ex- 
cept in special 
cases,' such as 
Texas, Louisi- 
ana and Flor- 
ida, where the 
range is from 
10 12 miles 
beyond low tide. The laind in the 
“outer continental shelf” belongs 
to the Federal Government, and 
consequently to all of us. 


Royalties from oil produced in 
the federal offshore land go into 
the United States Treasury. Al- 
ready the Treasury has some 
$150,000,000 from leases of 
lands in this federal domain. 


Backed by 35 Senators. 


Recently the Interior Depart- 
ment estimated that as much as 
six billion dollars might be real- 
ized in royalties eventually from 
drilling in the federal offshore 
area. 

All it takes to funnel this into 
public education is a bill ear- 
marking the royalties for that 
purpose, Such has been intro- 
duced by the original champion 
of the “oil-for-education” device, 
Senator Lister Hill (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, chairman of the Senate 
Labor and Welfare Committee. 
The measure is sponsored joint- 
ly by 35 other Senators. That 
fine showing forecasts approval 
by the Senate if the bill gets 
before it. 

As a matter of fact, the Sen- 
ate once before approved the 
use of these oil royalties for pub- 
lic education by adopting an 
amendment to that effect pre- 
sented by Senator Hill to the bill 
establishing the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s title to offshore lands 
beyond the “historic” state 
boundaries. 


House Denied a Vote. 


The Senate acted after a del- 
uge of petitions and letters from 
citizens all over the country, a 
technique, incidentally, which 
could well be repeated. 


But the House-Senate confer- 
ence committee, which had a Re- 
publican majority in the eighty- 
third Congress, refused to per- 
mit a separate vote by the House; 
which had not previously in- 
cluded the “oil-for-education” 
proviso in its own measure, 

In a show of defiance of the 
conference committee for thus 
killing the “oil-for-education” 
amendment, the Senate almost 


defeated the whole conference 
report because of the commit- 
tee’s failure to permit a House 
on the amendment. In the 
ptesent Eighty-fourth Congress 
Democrats are in control of 
committees so’ tha: the situation 
is much more favorable.

mount interest” in all marginal 
lands beyond low tide. 

Senator Cordon got beaten for 
re-election. The Democrat who 
beat him, Senator Richard L. 
Neuberger, hammered away dur- 
ing the campaign at Senator 
Cordon’s record on “oil-for-edu- 
cation” and “tidelands.” They 
were admittedly effective issues 
for Senator Neuberger. 

We have observed one of 
those ironies of politics and his- 
tory in the recent discovery that 
the immediate offshore lands for 
which the big oil companies and 
Texas, California, Louisiana and 
Florida put up such a fight are 
not nearly so rich in oil as the 
lands beyond, which Congress 
designated. in the federal do- 
main. 


Same Old Precedents. 


But that is to the_public in- 
terest. Diversion of the oil roy- 
alties to public education would 
not of course, be the answer to 
our education dilemma. Much 
bigger appropriations are needed 
right. now to build schools to 
meet the shocking shortage of 
classrooms, and Senator Hill’s 
committee is considering a 
number of bills to do that. 

But the continuing revenues 
from oil, once production gets 
under way, would be most help- 
ful and would reduce the tax- 
payer’s burden by that much. 

Use of revenues from public 
lands for education is one of our, 
oldest heritages, going back to 
the Northwest Ordinance of 
1787. It was carried on, among 
other ways, in the Morrill Act 
passed in the Civil War era. 

That set aside funds derived 
from sale of public lands to cre- 
ate the “land grant” colleges 
pare are sprinkled throughout 
our country today.

The swains of old, even as 
today, were inclined to send 
“comic” valentines which were 
masterpieces of invective, it was 
indicated in a display of valen- 


tines 50 to 100 years old which 
the Missouri Historical Society 
put on exhibit today at Jefferson 
Memorial. 

Many cards with acid verses 
written on cheap paper and ac- 
companied by caricatures are in- 
cluded in the display in two 
eases in the Lammert gallery in 
the east wing of the Memorial. 
They were described as “master- 
ful examples .of the grotesque” 
by Charles van Ravénswaay, di- 
rector of the Society. 

Handy barbs to toss at friend 
and foe alike could be found in 
the wide assortment of “Up-To- 
Date Hit-’Em-Hards,” as they 
were flamboyantly advertised by 
an early manufacturer. 

Several of the comic cards of 
the early 1900s provide a com- 
mentary on the times. The verse 
on one read, “The Brutal Speed 
Maniac. Qh, isn’t it jolly to 
see the folks run, and if you can 
kill one the better the fun! Nev- 
er before was such glorious 
sport; who minds a small fine if 


one Is brought to court? As long 
as the people the outrage will 
stand, the auto’ll continue to 
tear o’er the land!” 

Another went: “Radio Fiend. 
You talk of ‘crystal detector," ‘an- 
tenna’ and ‘grounding switch.’ It 
would make a great. impression 
if you knew just which was 
which.” 

The comics valentines first 
appearing as caricatures in the 
1830s, soon-became large in size 
and insulting and after the turn 
of the century were postcard- 
size messages known as “penny 
dreadfuls.” 

In sharp contrast to the com- 
ics are the flowery verses and 
lacy borders of the early love 
valentines, also contained in the 
exhibit. At first, these were 
made by the sender, but were 
popularized in this country by 
Miss Esther Howland, a New 
Englander -who began making 
them in her home with the help 
of other women in the 1850s. 

Oldest “valentine” in the ex- 
hibit is not .a true valentine 
since it was not sent on Valen- 
tine’s day, but it also speaks of 
endless love. It is described as 
a hand-made “love token,” dated 
1813.

Plea for Additional Levy of 
$3,000,000 on Windfall 
Profits Denied. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1 (AP)— 
The: United States Tax Court 
ruled against the Government 
yesterday in a $4,500,000 case re- 
garded as a test of whether big- 
ger taxes can be collected on 
windfall profits made by some 
builders on Government-guar- 
anteed housing. 

The case was that of Alfred 
Gross, a New York builder. It 
involved the 2900-unit Glen 
Oaks Village apartment project 
in Jamaica, N. Y., and $6,000,000 
received by its builders, Gross 
and a group of his relatives. 

Subsequently Gross and his 
relatives paid the Government 
about $1,500,000 in taxes under 
the capital gains provision, which 
made the rate about 25 per cent. 

The Government contended 
the higher regular rate should 
apply to the building profits and 

- submitted a request for an addi- 
tional $3,000,000. 

Judge Norman O. Tietjens, 
who handled the case in the tax 
court, said last night his ruling 
was “that the taxpayers should 
pay on the basis of capital gains 
instead of at the ordinary in- 
come rate.”

Critic Shocks Moscow With Blast AFI ECONOMISTS 


At Russia’s Foremost Actress 


He Assails ‘Dryness’ of Portrayal of a Col- 
lective Farm Wife by Tarasova, a 
Favorite of Stalin’s. 


MOSCOW, Feb. 1 (AP)—Mos- 
cow art circles and ordinary 
theatergoers were shocked te 
day to read sharp newspaper 
criticism both of Alla Konstanti- 
novna Tarasova, Russia’s leading 
dramatic actress, and the re- 
nowned Moscow Art Theater. 

But many were openly glad 
about the criticism. They were 
tired of hearing for 20 years 
nothing but praise for the’ thea- 
ter and Tarasova, a great favo- 
rite of Stalin. 

Readers were impressed that 
the critical blast was spread over 
three columns in Komsomol 
Pravda, the organ of the Com- 
munist Youth League, and even 
more by the*fact the article was 
written by Yuri Nagibin, one 
of the most talented and popu- 
lar. of the country’s short story 
writers. 

Holds Many Stalin Prizes. 

Tarasova, a middle-aged wom- 
an who has retained her beauty, 
holds many Stalin prizes. She 
is a member of the Supreme So- 
viet Parliament). She is the 
most publicized of all the Rus- 
sian actresses who have played 
in the Soviet version of Tolstoy's 
“Anna Karenina.” 

Nagibin went to see the new 
play by Anatoli Sofronov, a well- 
known playwright, “The Unfor- 
giving Heart,” in which Taraso- 
va plays the leading role as a 
farm wife on a collective farm. 


In the play a collective farm- 
er deserts his family when he 


tive farms hard. After touring 


around doing odd jobs for three 
years, he hears that Communist 
party decrees have improved life 
on the callectives, so he returns 
home, 

He finds his hard-working 
wife has made a lot of progress 
materially and ideologically, and 
also that she has fallen in love 
with the director of a neighbor- 
ing state farm.

In 
the district, prices of important 
farm products advanced about 
2 per cent in January, a rise 
considerably more than normal. 
Broiling chickens were up 36

Automobile Tate in the dis- 
trict were operating at a high 
rate, and one plant added a sec- 
ond shift in mid-January, the 
bank said. Steel ingot production 
was at 80 per cent of capacity. 
The district’s crude oil output 
was 341,000 barrels a day early 
last morith, nearly reaching a 
wartime peak of 347,000 barrels 
set in 1943. 

Total use of electric power in 
district industries for which re- 
ports were available showed a 
one per cent increase in Decem- 
ber, compared with the previous 
month, and was six per cent 
higher than in the year before. 

Coal producers increased 
mine output slightly in Decem- 
ber, but production was down 
from the previous year because 
warm weather lessened house- 
hold demand. 

During the five weeks ended 
Jan. 26, Eighth District banks 
reported a decline in loans, due 
largely to net reduction in ad- 
vances to businesses and farm- 
ers. Interest rates moved up- 
ward in the first three weeks of 
January.

When the world-famous Tru- 
deau Sanatorium at Saranac 
Lake in New York’s Adirondack 
mountains closed recently, the 
event highlighted the dramatic 
strides which medical science 


* has made in recent years in the 


fight against tuberculosis, once 
the captain of killers. it 
Established in 1885 when a 
diagnosis of TB was considered 
virtually a death sentence, Tru- 
deau through the years had a 
long waiting list of patients cae 
ging “admittance to the institu- 
tion, built high up on the east 
slope of Mt. Pisgah. But in re- 
cent years the waiting list had 
grown shorter and shorter and 


ince World War II the number 


of patients admitted had been 
steadily declining. Finally faced 
with the prospect of an increas- 
ing number of empty beds, 
Trudeau in mber sent its 
remaining patients to other san- 
atoriums and shut down ail ac- 
tivities except its research pro- 
gram. 

The closing of the famed med- 
ical landmark was received with 
mixed feelings by the towns- 
people of Saranac, by many of 
Trudeau’s old-time employes, 
and by thousands who had 
“cured” at the mountain Insti- 
tution and had come to love it. 
They hated to see it closed but 
realized that in its very closing 
lies the greatest tribute to Tru- 
deau’s success. The battle begun 
by this first scientific establish- 
ment for the treatment of tuber- 
culosis in the United States has 
been fought to the point where 
great progress has been made. 


_e = << 
ANY factors entered into 
Trudeau’s declining patient 
rate in recent years—factors 

such as better control of the 
disease, more tax-supported in- 
stitutions for the care of the 
tuberculous, and the growth of 
home treatment for TB. But the 
final push that clesed Trudeau's 
doors came with the new anti- 
tuberculous weapons tat a gra 
since the last war, partly in 

Trudeau’s own laboratories. 

These weapons, the new “won- 
der drugs’—streptomycin, isoni- 
azid and PAS (para-amino sali- 
cylic acid)—plus new techniques 
in the surgical treatment have 
proved highly helpful. This does 
not mean, however, that the dis- 
ease has been conquered. 

“The closing of Trudeau does 
not mean the end of TB,” cau- 
tions Dr. Gordon H. Meade, who 
spent four years in the sanato- 
‘rium as a patient and later be- 
came exclusive director of the 
Trudeau-Saranac Institute, which 
will carry on the work of the 
Trudeau research laboratories. 
“The closing of Trudeau simply 
means the end of the private, 
isolated cottage-type treatment 
of the disease. any people 
seem to think that TB has been 
largely eliminated but that is not 
true. While the death rate is 
going down, the incidence of TB 
is not declining in the same ra- 
tio. We have learned how to 
contro] disease, but we have not 


one that 
will kill the tube bacillus 
without harming the patient and 
one to which the tubercle bacil- 
lus will not become resistant.” 


While the search for the per- 


‘treatment in TB ec 


fect drug goes on, Trudeau’s 
scientists are also carrying on 
research on diseases of the lung 
caused by inhaling such things 
as silica, beryllium and asbestos. 
And they are also delving into 
the mysteries of emphysema, a 
common ailment of the aged 
which causes shortness of breath.

years, the remained of Trudeau's 
52 buildings, sprawled out over 
80 wooded mountainside acres, 
now lie empty, blanketed in a 
thick mantle of winter snow. For 
the first time in 70 years the fa- 
mous ‘sanatorium which started 
with two patients in a little red 
frame cotta4ge and grew into a 
$1,800,000 institution, is. resting. 
But it is hoped that the vast 
plant will soon again be put to 
good use. 

“We wouldn't like to see Tru- 
deau turned into a country 
club,” Dr. Francis Trudeau Sr., 
son of the founder, said as he 
sat gazing from his office win- 
dow across the Saranac river 
valley to snow-capped Mount 
Baker in the distance. “With its 
heritage, Trudeau should have 
something medical in it.” 

A trustees’ committee is now 
studying various purposes for 
which the world-renowned sana- 
torium might be used. - Studies 
are also being made of the legal 
problems involved in the use of 
a $3,000,000 endowment fund for 
both patient care and research. 


While Trudeau’s charter per- 


mits treatment and research of 
other diseases besides TB, some 
of the money has been given for 
the. precise purpose of patient 
cases. It is 
thought that no legal difficulties 
will be encountered if the 
money is used on chest re- 
search, which now is largely fi- 
nanced at Trudeau by Govern- 
ment contracts, grants-in-aid, 
and grants from private or- 
ganizations. 

Founded by Dr. Edward Liv- 
ingston Trudeau, a New York 
physician, the institution had 
its real beginning 20-years be- 
fore the first little Fo eg cot- 
tage was built, when 
Trudeau was just aT peuke ‘old, 
his brother died of what was 
then called “galloping consump- 
tion.” Because the brothers 
were very close, Edward took 
care of the sick boy day and 
night for four months, sharing 
the same room and the same 
bed. The windows were never 
opened and the only treatment 
—- of oa ys doses of 


— his toblogr h b- 

s au aphy, Mg 
lished in 1915, the year of 
death, Dr. Trudeau recalled the 
doctor’s repeated warnings that 
to open the windows of the sick 
room would only aggravate his 
brother’s cough. 

In 1873, two years after re- 
ceiving his medical degree, Dr. 
Trudeau himself contracted 
tuberculosis. His f and 
friends bade him a sad farewell 
when he set out for Paul Smith’s 
hunting lodge in the Adiron- 
dacks where he had spent sev- 
eral happy months the sunimer 
before. A great outdoorsman, 
the doctor had made up his 
mind that if he must die it 
would be among the mountains 
and streams and forests he 
loved so well. 

But instead of growing worse, 
Dr. Trudeau slowly improved 
and in three years his family

he rented at Saranac Lake. As 
strength returned he began 
to practice medicine in the little 
community. Soon news of Tru- 
deau’s success in prolonging his 
own life and the lives of various 
men and women who had come 
to Saranac Lake with tuberculo- 
sis began receiving attention 
from the medical profession. 

Trudeau had read of a sana- 
torium in Silesia, Germany, 
where a new treatment for tu- 
berculosis, namely, fresh air, ex- 
ercise and rest, under medical 
supervision, was being tried out 
and he determined to start a 
similar sanatorium in Saranac 
Lake. 

So convincing was Trudeau in 
his talk of the new sanatorium 
that his pleas to friends, wealthy 
patients and their families, and 
to summer visitors at Paul 
Smith’s lodge, began to bring 
in contributions. . Local resi- 
gents and his friends, the Adi- 
‘rondack guides with ‘whom he 
had become a great favorite, 
managed to scrape together $250 
and with that sum purchased 10 
acres of land on the side of Mt. 
Pisgah, a sheltered level spot 
that was Dr. Trudeau’s favorite 
fox runway. 


N THIS ‘a0, in 1885 the first 
(0) cottage sanatorium in the 
United States had its begin- 
ning. The “Little Red,” that first 
tiny two-room cottage which still 
stands as a shrine on the grounds, 
was built at a cost of $350 and 
the money for it was given by a 
grateful patient. Here in the 
“Little Red,” two New York 
working girls became the sana- 
torium’s first patients in line 
with Dr. Trudeau’s wish to bring 
health d comfort to needy 
folks tuberculosis. In 1934 
the “Little Red” cottage was 
commemorated on the Christ- 
mas seals of the National Tuber- 
culosis Association as the sym- 
bol of the sanatorium movement, 
Other cottages followed in 
mushroom succession as the 
doctor's friends began to make 
still larger contributions. Known 
in the beginning as the “Adiron- 
dack Cottage Sanatorium,” the 
name was changed to Trudeau 
Sanatorium after the doctor’s 
death in 1915.

School of Tuberculosis opened 
its first session for physicians 
specializing in chest diseases. 
They came yearly to the sana- 
torium from all over the world 
and returned home to spread 
the fame of Trudeau and its 
teaching. 

In all the years of its exist- 
ence, the sanatorium was never 
operated at a profit, relying on 
gifts and income from endow- 
ment funds to make up operat- 
ing deficiencies. In 1900, the 
rate paid by patients was $5 
a week, while the cost per pa- 
tient was $7. In recent years 
the cost per patient of operating 
the sanatorium had risen to $17 
a day while the amount paid by 
the patient was between $8 and 
$10.

HROUGH the years the sana- 

torium contributed largely to 

the prosperity of the commu- 
nity of Saranac Lake. Out of Tru- 
deau’s budget of $550,000 last 
year for patient treatment, en 
$410,000 was spent in 
around Saranac Lake. Now with 
the patients gone and the sana- 
torium closed, Saranac Lake is 
feeling the revenue loss. 

“The closing was a blow but 
the fact that it accomplished its 
mission is a satisfaction to all of 
us,” said Jacques De Mattos, 
president of the Saranac Lake 
Chamber of Commerce.
